This differs considerably 
from the statem ent published In a re­ 
cently compiled Emrllah encyclopedia, 
which states that “It lins beeu reck­ 
oned that the agricultural laborer uses 
about 1,500 words, but this is probably 
an overestimate. 
Intelligent artisans 
have a vocabulary of 4,000 words, while 
educated persona are familiar with, lf 
they do not use, 8,000 to 10,000 words.” 
This Is a step .forward nil along the 
line, but It Is a long distance from Dr. 
Joseph Jacobs* discoveries. 
In a re­ 
cent review, Doctor Jacobs said “that 
the average well-educated American of 
Englishman can cpntrol from 30,OOO to 
35.000 words. But given an individual 
with a vocabulary of 10.000 primitive 
words, It is a simple m atter for him 
to increase his stock of words by the 
use of prefixes and suffixes. From four 
to six derivatives may be formed by 
the use of these from nearly every 
primitive word. 
If proper names be 
added to either of these totals (40,000 
to 00,000), they might yield a total of 
50.000 to 70,000 terms, suys the New 
York Times.

The foregoiafe facts seem to w arrant 
these general conclusions: Every well­ 
read person of fair ability and educa­ 
tion will be able to define or to under­ 
stand os used nearly or quite, perhaps, 
more than 50,000 words. And the same 
person In conversation and writing will 
command not few er than 15,000 to 20,- 
000. and can add 5.000 to 10.000 to 
thAo numbers lf he be litornrily in­ 
clined. 
Tile plain people, as Lincoln 
liked to coll them, used to rend under­ 
standingly from 8,000 to 10,000 words, 
according to their general intelligence 
and conversational 
power, while a 
person who cannot read, hut who has 
a good degree of native mental ability, 
will command about 5.000.

It was tho plan of the Jacobites 
to bring back 7° Tie throne James tbg 
Pretender, a son, it was claimed, of 
Jumes II by bls socond wife, Mary of 
Modena. The execution of their plans 
was not attempted until the house of 
flanovcr came to the throne. The at­ 
tempt of the Pretender Jumes in 1715 
was a miserable failure, hut the at­ 
tempt of his son.

attempts! to find a substitute. In Ger- j 
many, where gasoline is almost unob­ 
tainable, it is uodervtoofl that a new 
mixture of alcohol and benzol lias 
proved satisfactory. A writer in the 
Scientific American gives the following 
table u h un indication of the results 
achieved: 
With one part benzol aud one jwrt j 
alcohol a touring car equipped with un 
ordinary carburetor mad* 42 miles an 
hour und rau a cli**' alice of 4.<iG mile* 
upon one pint of the fuel. With one* 
part Im flzol and two parts alcohol the 
speed was 41 miles and the distance 
Coveted 4.47 in lea. This shaded down 
to 30 miles an hour aud 3.72 miles on 
a mixture of one part benzol and five 
I airts alcohol. 
The sume car, operated with pure 
benzol, acquired a *q>i*ed of 42 milos an 
hour und rau u distance of 3.79 upon 
one pint of fuel. 
With pure gasoline 
it made 44 miles an hour, running 3.60 
miles. 
Alcohol Is easily obtainable, and ben­ 
zol in large quantities Is now’ being dis­ 
tilled in both the United States and 
Germany from coal tar. Ro the mix­ 
ture, as worked out by the Germans, 
cun be had cheaper than gasoline, und 
the results are almost as good. In the 
case of Germany, the discovery has 
been a lenin of inestimable value.
